Mr. and Mrs. Gustav Tiefentha- 
ler, 830 Audubon drive, Clayton, 
were held up in their home yester- 
day afternoon and robbed of ap- 
proximately 35000 in cash and 
jewelry valued at $3000 by two 
men who detained a housemaid for 
two and a half hours while await- 


ing the return of Tiefenthaler and 
his family. 

The money represented the late 
Saturday receipts of the Wiscon- 
sin Creamery stores of which Tie- 
fenthaler is president. The money 
was insured. 

Pefenthaler said a checkup 
would be necessary today to deter- 
mine the exact sum of money 
taken, which he estimated at $5000 
to $8000, and possibly $10,000. 

The housemaid, Cora Frederick, 
alone in the house, answered the 
doorbell and was confronted by 
two well-dressed, polite young men 
who inquired: “Is Gus here?“ In- 
formed that Tiefenthaler would be 
home later, the men pushed inside, 
drawing revolvers and holding 
handkerchiefs to their faces.» 

Made Her Sit on Lounge. 

At first they made Miss Fred- 
erick sit on a lounge and bury her 
head in pillows. Then one marched 
her upstairs while he searched the 
rooms. The maid hid her own $250 
diamond ring in a bottle, but two 
diamond rings, a pair of cuff links 
and $65 in cash were taken from 
Mrs. Tiefenthaler’s room. 

“Go on now and is 


Ming happened.“ the maid Was or- 


dered, whereupon she returned to 
the kitchen to continue prepara- 
tion of dinner. The more talkative 
robber guarded her and plied her 
with questions as to her age and 
earnings and the ages of her em- 
ployers. Now and then the rob- 
bers conversed together in a lan- 
guage the maid did not under- 
stand. She supposed it was 
French, but was not certain. 

“This is the longest wait I’ve 
ever had for anything,” one rob- 
ber complained. 

‘Hid in Dining Room. 

The robbers hid in the dining 
room when they heard the Tiefen- 
thaler automobile pulling up to the 
garage in the rear. They forced 
the maid to stand at the kitchen 
sink, warning her not to give an 
alarm. 

As Mrs. Tiefenthaler entered the 
robbers stepped into view, both 
pointing revolvers at her. She 
screamed’ Not realizing it was a 
holdup, Tiefenthaler hurried in, 
carrying his 2-year-old son, Don- 
ald. and several bundles, including 
@ paper sack containing the stores’ 
receipts. 

“Stick em up,” was the com- 
mand. Tiefenthaler hesitated. “Go 
on, stick em up.“ repeated one of 
the robbers. “We want the money, 
but we don’t want to kill you.” 

Tiefenthaler put down his son 
and the bundles, submitted to 
search and was robbed of $6, his 
watch being spared. 

‘One robber became sentimental 
as he observed Donald, oblivious of 
the robbery, playing about the 
house, 

„I have a father and mother— 
that is, I did have,“ he remarked. 

Next the robbers tore the tele- 
phone from the wall and inquired 
about the police dog in the back 
yard. 
“He won't hurt you,” Tiefenthal- 
er assured them. 

Found Money Accidentally. 

As they started to go out, one 
robber stumbied against the sack 
of money and it clinked. 

„What's this?” he inquired. 

“What you're looking for,” said 
Tiefenthaler. 

“Okay.” said the robber. 

They drove away in Tiefen- 
thaler’s roadster, promising him 
they would abandon it so close to 
his home you can lean out of your 
window and spit on it.” 

As a precaution against pursuit, 
they tied Tiefenthaler and the 
maid with clothesline brought up 
from the basement. Mrs. Tiefen- 
thaler cut the cord. The automo- 
bile was abandoned a few blocks 
away.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 18.— 
Warned by an explosion and hur- 
ried alarms sent by a hospital tele- 
phone operator, more than 100 
patients were carried to safety to- 


day as flames and fumes originat- 
ing in an office adjoining the X- 
ray room started their sweep 
through corridors of the University 
of California Hospital here. 

Physicians, nurses and attend- 
ants in orderly manner carried the 
patients from their rooms to the 
ground below and saw them placed 
away from danger. 

The fire department, galled by 
four alarms, confined the flames to 
the corridor and two rooms on the 
third floor. one room on the 
fourth floor and one on the fifth 
floor. 

Fire Started in X-ray Room. 

The fire, said Fire Chief Charles 
Brennan, started in the X-ray ex 
amining room and probably orig - 
inated from one of the electrical 
devices used for examining X-ray 
film. This device, the chief said, 
probably had been left turned on, 
generating enough heat to ignite 
the X-ray film. About 200 pounds 
of the film burned with explosive 
force, generating fumes and turn- 
ing the room into a furnace. 

Damage to the hospital building 
was nominal and confined to three 


rooms and the corridor, Chief

— fire started and the X- 
ray room adjoining. This loss, he 
said, probably would amount to 
several thousand dollars. 

Damage to equipment was ex- 
pected to prove the greatest loss as 
the X-ray room and flim examina- 
tion room with their valuable ap- 
paratus were a tangled mass of 
ruin. No estimate had been com- 
pleted by hospital officials as to 
the probable amount of this loss. 

Phone Giri Sticks to Post. 

Miss Juanita Costenborder, tele- 
phone operator at the hospital, 
was among the first to realize what 
had occurred. She plugged in all 
the telephones in the building, first 
spreading the alarm to workers 
and patients, then calling the fire 
department. She stuck to her 
switchboard until the fumes be- 
came unbearable and then started 
for a door leading to a stairway. 

A burst of fire and fumes faced 
her as she opened the door. With 
retreat cut off and the flames ad- 
vancing, Miss Costenborder jumped 
40 feet from a window, missing a 
concrete wall, and injured only an 
ankle, 

Dr. Harold Muller, hospital phy- 
sician on duty, took charge of the 
rescue work and had the task well 
under way by the time firemen 
got into action. 

A woman maternity patient was 
removed to the nurses’ home near- 
by. Her child was born there 
shortly after the blaze was extin- 
guished. 

X-ray film, which before the 
Cleveland hospital disaster had 
been stored in the reading room of 
the X-ray department, had been 
moved to another part of the hos- 
pita] and stored in a steel-lined 
room. This precaution probably 
averted more serious consequences 
in today's blaze.

CHICAGO FACES DEFICIT OF 
$17,000,000 IN TWO MONTHS 


Commission on Real Estate Valua- 
tion Says Only Reorganization 
Will Avert Disaster. 

CHICAGO, Nov.  18%.—Chicago 
will face the most serious finan- 
cial crisis in its history within the 
next two months, with a deficit of 
something in excess of $17,000,- 
000, according to a survey by the 
joint commission of real estate 
valuations. Only a complete reor- 
ganization of city and county fi- 
nance will avert disaster, the sur- 
vey said. 

Obligations totaling $92, 825,000 
will be chalked against the city's 
corporate fund by Jan. 1. 1930, the 
commission stated. The tax levies 
of 1928 and 1929, it is said, will 
not bring in more than $76,000,- 
000, leaving a deficit of $17,825,- 
000. Similarly, the county faces a 
$1,300,000 deficit, according to the 
report.

The official observatory which 
has kept check for several weeks 
on the increasing activity of Mont 
Pelee, reported that for the first 
time since the activity began flares 
of light were constantly noticed 
during the night from Saturday to 
Sunday. They seemed to come 
through a cleft in the upper part of 
the volcano’s cone on the slope to- 
wards Saint Pierre, which was de- 
stroyed with heavy loss of ‘life in 
1902. The cleft is almost vertical 
and about 240 feet high. The 
flashes of light were accompanied 
by underground rumblings, un- 
doubtedly of volcanic origin.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—West- 
érn Republican independents in the 
Senate rejected formally today the 
compromise offer to put through 
the tariff bill with the present in- 
dustrial rates and increased agri- 
cultural duties, which had come in- 
formally from the group of “young 
guard” Republican regulars. 

In a statement after a conference 
of the independents, Senator Borah 
of Idaho said: “Our single purpose 
has been to restore as nearly as 
may be equality between agricul- 
ture and industry under the pro- 
tective system. 

Opposes Present Law. 

„We do not favor the rates of 
the Fordney-McCumber tariff bill 
as sound nor do we accept the bill 
in principle. 

“What we shall feel compelled to 
do in dealing with rates will be 
determined as they arise—we can- 
not in wholesale determine in ad- 
vance of the rates coming up for 
consideration. 

“We heartily welcome all who 
want to restore agriculture to its 
place of equality under the eco- 
nomic system. That being our 
primary purpose, we will not com- 
promise nor will we embarrass our- 
selves in advance.“ 

“Young Guard’s’’ Proposal. 

Senator Allen of the “Young 
Republicans’ said today: “We 
are merely taking advantage of 
every opportunity the present sit- 
uation affords to get the bill 
passed, and we hope the bill will 
include the industrial rate level of 
the. Fordney-McCumber bill, plus 
an increased duty on such textiles 
as are suffering depression to for- 
eig importations. We also have 
expressed ourselves for the agri- 
cultural rates requested by the 
American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tlon.“ 

A dinner meeting of the “Young 
Guard,” which had been called for 
tonight, was indefnitely postponed 
late today by Allen, who issued the 
invitations. He said.it was post- 
poned because of the illness of 
Secretary Good. 

Consideration of the sugar sched- 
ule was postponed by the Senate 
again today and tobacco taken up 
in its place. 

Senator Borah, Idaho, a leader 
of the Republican independents, 
requested that the eontroversial 
sugar section go over until his 
group was ready to proceed and 

‘chairman Smoot of the Finance 
Committee agreed. 

Senator Dill (Vem.), Washing- 
ton, objected to deferring the sug- 
ar items unless there was an agree- 

ment on a specific date for its con- 
sideration. Borah, however, said 
he could not agree to a date until 
he had conferred with members of 
his group. 

The Borah proposal won favor 
with all factional leaders as a time- 
saving proposition. It is the belief 
of those in charge of the bill that 
if this high point of controversy is 
deferred until the close of debate 

Laster time will be made. 
The Senate voted to restore the 
existing tariffs of $2.10 a pound 
on unstemmed and $2.75 a pound 
on stemmed wrapped tobacco. The 
House biil increased these duties by 
40 cents a pound. The vote was 49 
0 26 for retention of present rates. 
Without a record vote, the Sen- 
ate then rejected Finance Com- 
mittee recommendations for an in- 
» crease in rates on mixed bales 
coming from Cuba, leaving all to- 
,, bacco rates as in the present law. 

Senate to Hold Night Sessions This

In a desperate effort to dispose

“If we can, where possible, give 
to agriculture some of the bene- 
fits of higher rates and then 
should leave the present rates as 
they are today in all the other 
schedules it would justify our ap- 
proval of the bill. 

“The adoption of the flexible 
provision giving to the Tariff Com- 
mission the right to recommend 
to Congress not only a change in 
existing duties, but to recommend 
the imposition of duties on prod- 
ucts now on the free list, or vice 
versa, when the conditions war- 
rant such action, is an additional 
reason for our approval of the 
bill. 

“If we can further adjust rates 
without disturbing business and 
equalize conditions among the va- 
rious industries, it will be further 
reason for supporting the meas- 
ure.”’

EMINENT DOMAIN 
U.S. UPHELD 


INLEVEE DECISION 


CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., Nov. 
18.—The demurrer of Missouri 
State Life Insurance Co., to the 
Government’s condemnation suits 
for the Birds Point-New Madrid 
setback levee was overruled here 
today by Federal Judge Faris on 
the ground that the right of emi- 
nent domain was inherent in the 
Federal Government. 

Through counsel, the insurance 
company argued that the Govern- 
ment had no right to condemn the 
property of a Missouri citizen with- 
out consent of the Missouri Legis- 
lature. State laws were cited 
granting such consent to the Gov- 
ernment in other cases. The State, 
it was pointed out, obtained swamp 
lands for reclamation by act of 
Congress in 1850, and it was argued 
that reclamation of swamp and 
overflowed lands was a State po- 
lice power. 

Faris Explains Ruling. 

“The .oint raised was in the be- 
ginning very interesting to me,” re- 
marked Judge Faris. “On first 
blush, I am frank to say I felt a 
grave doubt whether the United 
States as a corporate sovereign had 
been grante. by the original 13 
states, in the organic law, the right 
of eminent domain. 

“Tt is not found in any of the 17 
specific grants or in the eighteenth, 
or broad general grant of power. 
But it is well settled that the right 
of eminent domain inheres in @ 
sovereignty regardless of grant. 

“Thomas Jefferson in the fifth 
amendment recognized that power 
and attempted to limit by saying 
that the United States shall not 
take private property without due 
process of law. There could never 
be a clearer recognition of this 
right than that of Thomas Jeffer- 
son.” 

The Court held that this right 
was not dependent upon the 
“caprice of the State” and did not 
require an act of the Legislature. 

Numerous such State laws as in 
the case of Jefferson Barracks and 
the Federal Building in St. Louis 
were in his opinion not grants of 
eminent domain, but merely abdi- 
cations of criminal jurisdiction by 
the State. 

A National Public Problem. 

Judge Faris held that the United 
States had right of condemnation 
for flood control as a national pub- 
lic problem, if not also because of 
the incidental protection to navi- 
gation and interstate commerce. 

“It must be conceded, however. 
that there are crudities, most re- 
gretful crudities, in this act of 
Congress,” the Judge commented. 
“Tt is a law which can hardly be 
read and characterized without the 
use of offensive language. It was 
loosely, carelessly drawn, apparent- 
ly. I regret to say, by people who 
didn’t know as much about the 
prevailing situation and the laws 
necessary to remedy it, as the bar 
exhibited this morning when about 
11 of you were up here in a hud- 
dle, all trying to talk at once.” 

When Attorney Rusell began his 
argument for the Missouri State 
Life with the remark that it was 
the first time he had opened his 
mouth, the Judge pointedly re- 
plied: “I think you're to be com- 
mended.” 

A considerable part in rousing 
his impatience occurred in the fil- 
ing of four other demurrers, which 
awe being argued this afternoon. 
Some of them attempt once more 
to bring the question of flowage 
rights into the condemnation suits 
for the setback levee. 

To Protect Land to West. 

The levee, as known, is to limit 
the Mississippi river floodway and 
protect land to the west of it. Land 
to the eastward will be made sub- 
ject to overflow until the setback 
levee is completed when a fuse- 
plug section will be made in the 
river bank levee. 

The right to make that land 
subject to overflow is to be ac- 
quired by private bargaining or 
other condemnation suits. When an 
attempt was made to show that 
the Government's petitions had 
brought the matter of flowage 
rights into these suits for the set- 
back levee right of way, Judge 
Faris turned to Special Government 
Counse] John C. Dyott and asked 
“Have you any objection to strik- 
ing out any part that would calm 
their dreams?” 

“Unless I drop dead,” Faris de- 
clared, “or become dead in some 
other way, the ruling of the Court 
on these suits is always going to 
be that no land is affected except 
that required for the setback 
levee. 

“I have no doubt that when the 
law of flood control comes before 
the Supreme Court, it will take this 
very broad view that I am taking,” 
he said in concluding his opinion 
on the insurance company’s demur- 
rer. 

“I want to get forward in this 
matter. and it is dragging along. 
The attitude of the country is to 
push it forward, except, of course, 
in the case of those who are go- 
go forward now, it will later on. 
If laws are lacking, Congress will 
supply them. Sooner or later it 
is going to be done. The question 
is, whether it should be done now 
or later, I think that 2 —— 
would be helped by doing it 
and getting it over with.”

III., died at St. Mary’s Hospital, 
East St. Louis, yesterday after- 
noon of a fracture of the skull 
suffered Saturday night when an 
automobile he was driving col- 
lided with an interurban car in 
Columbia. Miss Ethel Hern, Co- 
lumbia, riding with Loehr, suf- 
fered fractures of the pelvis and 
ribs. She is at St. Mary's Hospital. 

George Miller, 47, Hartford, III., 
died yesterday at St. Elizabeth's 
Hospital, Granite City, of injuries 
suffered Saturday night when an 
automobile in which he was riding 
was struck by a “Wabash freight 
train at Mitchell, III.

CHARGE ACCOUNTS WELCOMED 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 18.— 
An audit of the Union Electric 
Light & Power Co. of St. Louis, be- 
made by the Missouri Public 
rvice Commission at the instance 
of the City of St. Louis to deter- 
mine whether the company should 
make a rate reduction greater than 
one made in June, 1928, will be 
completed by Commission account- 
ants about the end of December. 
The audit has been in progress 
14 months. 
On the result ot this bock audit 
will depend whether the Commis, 
sion will order a full rate investi- 
gation and an appraisal and val- 
uation of the Union Electric prop- 
erty to fix a new rate making base. 
The City of St. Louis, in asking 
the Commission to make the aud- 
it, following the reduction in 1928, 
contended the compang should have 
made a reduction of at least $1,- 
400,000 a year. The city further 
contended that if the company’s 
depreciation reserve accotint were 
properly adjusted, it could have 
reduced rates by $2,000,000 a year 
and still earn a reasonable return 
on its property. 
Consumers Pay for Valuations. 
The company has taken the po- 
sition that its present rates are 
reasonable and that no rate reduce - 
tion should be ordered by the Com- 
mission without a full revaluation 
of the property. The company as- 
serted this would require several 
years and cost at least $1,000,000. 
Costs of such valuations are paid 
by the consumers in their rates, 
The audit covers expenditures 
for additions and betterments from 
Dec. 31, 1915, when the last valua- 
tion of the property was made by 
the commission and the value 
fixed at $26,000,000, to last June 
30; amounts set aside for the de- 
preciation reserve fund and re- 
placements charged to that fund. 
since 1915; operating income and 
operating expenses of the company 
for the year ending last June 30: 
and an analysis of the cost of 
power purchased by the Union 
Electric from allied or subsidiary 
companies. 
The Union Electric, in 1927, was 
purchasing about 93 per cent of 
the electric power it distributed, 
from the Cahokia plant, owned by 
an allled company, and the hydro- 
electric plant at Keokuk, Ia. , op- 
erated by a company controlled by 
Union Electric. 
As pointed out by the Post-Dis- 
patch in March, 1928. in an analy-

sis of Union Electric . 
the company has not been valued 
by the commission since 1915 and 
virtually had been unregulated as 
to rates and charges during that 
period, as no further checks or 
audits had been made by the com- 
mission in that time. 

Profits Up $1,000,000 in Year. 

In February. 1928, the Post-Dis- 
patch disclosed that the annual 
report of the Union Electric showed 
its profits had increased nearly 
$1,000,000 in 1927. Soon there- 
after the commission called offi- 
cers of the company into confer- 
ence and the commission suggest- 
ed rates be reduced. The com- 
pany was directed: to submit in- 
formation on its rates and alloca- 
tion of costs among consumers. 

In May, 1928, the company filed 
a schedule with the Commission re- 
ducing rates for the large con- 
sumers, including power users. 
commercial lighting, industrial 
users, and also made certain re- 
ductions for residence customers 
outside St. Louis. The reductions 
for large consumers amounted to 
about $600,000 a year and rate re- 
ductions amounting to about 3100, 
000 a year were given steam heat 
customers. Residence electric rates 
in St. Louis were not reduced, the 
company contending these rates 
had been placed on a reasonable 
basis through a reduction made 
under similar circumstances in 
1923. 

After the reductions went into 
effect June 1, 1928, City Counsel- 
lor ‘Muench of St. Louis, filed a 
motion with the Commission for an 
audit of the Union Electric and an 
order to the company to make the 
reduction at least $1.400,000. 

The Commission ordered the 
audit to cover the points enumer- 
ated by the city. The audit was 
started in September, 1928, and 
from two to five Commission ac- 
countants have been working on 
the books. The audit has required 
considerable time, because of the 
large number of accounts to be 
checked and the small staff of ac- 
countants available which is 
limited by the Commission ap- 
propriations.

SKYSCRAPER CONTES! 
WON WITH DERRICK 


Former Partners in Architec- 
tural Firm Rivals in Effort to 
Build Tallest Building. 


By Leased Wire from the New York | 


Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK,- Nov. 18. — The 
story of a fantastic contest sky- 
ward that began at Manhattan's 
pavement level and has just ended, 


was told for the first time yester- 
day. The contest was won with 
the architect’s pencil, the pneu- 
matic riveter and the derrick. The 
victor has established one kind of 
a world’s altitude record. 

H. Craig Severance and William 
Van Alen. architects. were partners 
until a few years ago. Then they 
split. Each got a contract to build 
the tallest office building in the 
world, Van Alen from Walter P. 
Chrysler and Severance from the 
Bank of the Manhatton Co. 

Van Alen started first, in Oc- 
tober, 1927, at Forty-second street 
and Lexington avenue. Eleven 
months later, wreckers tore down 
several financial district structures, 
and Severance, confident of top- 
ping his former partner, began su- 
pervising the ascent of the Bank 
of Manhattan Co. building at 40 
Wall street. Severance's first 
plans, with 11 penthouses and flag 
pole at the top, apparently called 
for a taller structure than Van 
Alen's. 

The story of how Chrysler and 
Van Alen finally set a mark of 
1030 feet for, the top of their struc- 
ture, away above the Woolworth 
bullding and even higher than the 
Eiffel Tower in Paris, is told by 
Allen 1. Beals in the current Dow 
Service Daily Building Reports.

Federal Reserve System, Replaced Bil- 
lions That Left Call Loan Market. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The 
story of how billions of dollars dis- 


appeared swiftly from the New 
York call loan market and left the 


task of replacement to the New 
York banks, aided by the Federal 


Reserve System, is told in the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bulletin for Novem- 
ber. 

The crucial week is disclosed as 
Oct. 23-30. Then there was a tre- 
mendous acceleration of forces that 
had been operating for seevral 
weeks. or longer to reverse the fi- 
nancial tendencies of several years. 

“The decline in security values 
which took place in the latter part 
of October.” says the bulletin, 
“was reflected in a reduction for 
the month of $2,400,000,000 in 
brokers’ borrowings, as reported 
by the New York Stock Exchange. 
A large part of this reduction oc- 
curred during the last week of the 
month. 

“Loans to brokers by nonbank- 
ing lenders declined by $2,000,000,- 
000 during October, reflecting 
withdrawals of funds from the call 
loan market by foreign lenders, in- 
vyestment and trading companies 
and other corporations and indi- 
viduals. Loans to brokers for out- 
of-town banks, which include a 
considerable amount of loans for 
account of their customers, de- 
creased by $800,000,000, while 
leans by New York City banks for 
their own account increased by $1.- 
000,000,000. 

“At the same time, New York 
City banks also increased their se- 
curity and other loans to custom- 
less than usual in recent years, but 

'gatisfactory considering the un- 
usually rapid expansion of many 
industries earlier in the year which 
continued during mid-summer, 
contrary to the general rule. Basic 
industries reported production 11 
ers, and their investments. 
Unprecedented Growth. 
“Combined figures for the week- 
ly reporting mem banks in lead- 
ing cities showed increase in 
total loans and investments from 
Oct. 2 to Oct. 30 of $1,600,000,000. 
Practically all of this unprecedent- 
ed growth occurred during the last 
week of the month and nearly all 


was at banks in New York City.

‘injurious to human efficiency and 
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the use of automatic drilis should 
be corrected, if possible.“ 
Brooks cited an example of a 
woman employed in a noisy print- 
ing shop, who, when removed to a 
quiet place, did 25 per cent more 
work. Donaid A. Laird, director 
of Oelgate University’s psycholog- 
ical laboratory, who visited St. 
Louis last month. said the aver- 
age noise of Gowntown streets is 


destructive to nerves. A passing 
street car, Laird said, almost dou- 
bles nerve injury. 

Brooks’ statement, in conclusion, 
was: “It is my.opinion that the 
many people of St. Louis who have 
been protesting to abate useless 
noises should get together and in- 
sist that our general health be pro. 
tected. A good start in this direc- 
tion might be made by insisting 
that air compressors and steam 
shovels be muzzled and whenever 
possible, I shall do my utmost to 
insist that this be done.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The 
enormous increase in American ex- 
port trade is said by the Bureau of 
Foreign dnd Domestic Commerce 
to be the outstanding development 
in American business during recent 
years. 

Submitting to Secretary Lamont 
the bureau's annual report for the 
last fiscal year made public yes- 
terday, O. P. Hopkins, acting di- 
rector, called attention to the rise 
in exports to more than $5.000,- 
000,000 annually, with finished 
manufacturers comprising over 
hatf, and added that “the most im- 
portant business problems of the 
moment are those of marketing 
and distribution.“ 

The report warns, however, that 
“from now on competition in foreign 
trade is going to be the keenest we 
have had since foreign trade came 
to mean much to us,” and fore-

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Man Who Put Up $3,500,000 to Save 


Flint Bank Says Business Man 
Must Play Fair With the Public 


C. S. Mott Reckons His Personal Loss at 8700, 


000, But I'm Not 


Losing Any Sleep 


Over It,“ He Declares. 


By THOMAS DAWSON, 
A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

FLINT, Mich., Nov. 18.—The 
business code of C. S. Mott, Gen- 
eral Motors magnate and former 
Flint Mayor, who recently saved 
Flint’s leading bank from ruin with 
$3,592,000 in cash, is built on the 
belief that a man in business must 
play fair with the public he serves, 
Mott said yesterday. 

“Let a man run things on the 
square,” Mott said. The people 
patronizing his business will devel- 
op confidence in him. If anything 
goes wrong, that confidence is there 
and it takes a long time to destroy 
it. 

“The banking business is above 
all things a matter of confidence. 
You simply can’t build up a suc- 
cessful bank unless the people be- 
lieve in it. When I heard about the 
Union Industrial Bank’s shortage, 
I was shocked. But I knew that 
something had to be done to pro- 
tect that public confidence the 
bank had enjoyed for years and 
which was built up, in large part, 
by the very efforts of the men 
guilty of diverting funds in the re- 
cent mess.”’ 

Borrowed $3,500,000. 

Mott, although president of the 
bank’s board, had been an absen- 
tee director for eight years. He 
had given over the entire control 
of the bank to Grant J. Brown, 
who resigned as president after 
the crash. Mott owned at least 
25 per cent of the $1,800,000 capi- 
tal stock of the bank. 

“My credit was good” Mott went 
on“ and through the First National 
Bank of Detroit, I was able to 
borrow about $1,000,000 in cash, 
for which, of course, I posted col- 
lateral in the form of securities 
worth far more than that amount. 
When the shortage grew, I did the 
same thing again. There was a 
mistaken idea here that when I 
heard the bad news I merely 
wrote out a check for $1,000,000 
and then later for $2,000,000, and 
then later for $3,500,000. I couldn't 
quite do that. I rarely keep large 
sums of cash. Of course, I posted 
collateral for every cent I bor- 
rowed.” 

Mott, who is worth 
$250,000,000, laughed. 

“As a matter of fact, I doubt if 
my bank balance at this moment 
is more than $3000. It may not be 
so much.” 

“A thing like this“ Mott went 
on, has never happened to any- 
thing I’ve been connected with. I 
had absolute confidence in the men 
running the bank and so had 
everyone else on thé board of di- 
rectors. We couldn’t have believed 
ili of those men. The bank had 
been built up by them. We couldn't 
believe, at first, that they would 
engage in dishonest practices. Of 
course they had no realization at 
first that they were stealing— that 
much is definitely proved. I don’t 
know whether, in the long run, 
that makes much difference or 
not. Being grown men, they should 
have gone into what they did, with 
their eyes open. They shouldn't 
have forgotten about the law, and 
the prosecuting attorney and all 
the rest of it; ending with jail.” 

Discovery a Shock. 

Mott, it was evident, is not par- 
ticularly interested, save as a mat- 
ter of policy, in having the gullty 


possibly 


men prosecuted. To get them out 
of the bank, to have them where 
they cannot further harm the 
bank's assets, that is enough for 
him. But their betrayal of trust, 
their open dishonesty—he cannot 
forget that. 

“Why, I've known some of them 
since they were boys,” he said. 
“They've all grown up together in 
the bank; they’ve made the bank 
great. And then, well, knocks 
come from time to time in busi- 
ness. I suppose you get used to 
them. The directors called on me. 
I acted almost without thinking. 
There was nothing else to do. 
I wanted to conserve the bank 
as an institution, thereby keep- 
ing the losses as low as possible. I 
had the collateral to convert into 
cash and I converted it.“ 


A Banker by Chance. 


Mott spoke of his early days in 
the axle business. His firm con- 
centrated on quality and strength, 
he said. Even the best axles of 
that day were poor in comparison 
with today’s product, he pointed 
out. 

“But we made the best axles we 
could, with our limited knowl- 
edge,” Mott went on. “They were 
as good, I believe, as any on the 
market at that time. The auto- 
mobile makers in Flint liked them 
and they urged us to move here.” 

Mott said that chance and not 
inclination had made him a bank- 
er. He has always been an engi- 
neering technician, a man inter- 
ested in factory production. 

Reminded that he had run for 
Governor in 1920, and that a De- 
troit newspaper, following his sav- 
ing of the bank, had boomed him 
for Governor, Mott denied that he 
had ambition for public office. 

‘Several times,” Mott said, “I 
have gone into politics because I 
felt I had to. At one time the 
people of Flint weren't getting 
value for the moneys expended 
publicly. I felt they needed a 
business man to get things started 
in a systematic way, so I ran for 
Mayor and was elected. I was 
elected Mayor twice after that. 


A Figure in Civic Life. 

As Mayor, Mott gave Flint a 
sewer system, methodized buying 
of supplies, and established an en- 
gineering commision to draft plans 
for public works and oversee all 
public construction. In addition, 
Mott has served, in both Flint and 
Detroit, on dozens of civic and 
public welfare bodies, in many 
cases being the leading spirit, as in 
the Flint T. M. C. A., the Flint 
Chamber of Commerce, the Flint 
churchmen's club. Mott has a 
high respect for Rotary, Kiwanis, 
Lions clubs, and such, and thinks 
they are raising the tone of Amer- 
ican business life. 

Under the Michigan law, Mott 
was liable for approximately $600,- 
000 of the $3,592,000 shortage 
caused by the embgzzlers. With 
insurance, reimbursements,” and 
such, he might escape with a loss 
as low as $300,000.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 18.— 
Leaders of the new Turkey have 
determined to start observance of 
the weekly day of rest on the Chris- 
tian Sunday instead of on Friday, 
thus severing another of the ties 
that bind that nation to the Mos- 
lem world, 

The law substituting Sunday for 
Friday will come before the Par- 
liament at Angora within the next 
few days. Meanwhile the official 
press has been paving the way 
with the argument that Turkey 
cannot afford to lose two business 
days weekly at a time when the na- 
tion is bending every effort to fol- 
low up political victories with eco- 
nomic triumphs. 

In order to placate citizens who 
are religiously inclined, but lack 
economic interests, the law prob- 
ably will change the Turkish name 
for Sunday, “Pazar,” to “Djuma,” 


meaning Friday. 


JUGO-SLAV PHYSICIAN GETS 
10 YEARS FOR CENSURING KING 


Additional 12 Months Imposed for 
Insulting Dictator After Sus- 
pension of Constitution. 

By the Associated Press. 

BELGRADE, Jugo-Slavia, Nov. 
18.—A special court sentenced the 
physician Milan Simitch to 10 
years in the penitentiary for lese- 
majesty and an additional year for 
insulting Gen. Zivkovitch, dictator, 
after King Alexander had suspend- 
ed the constitution last January. 


Dr. Simitch is not the first to re- 
ceive severe punishment for agi- 
tation in Jugo-Slavia under the Ziv- 
kovitch dictatorship. Dr. Milovan 
Zanich, foriner Croatian Deputy in 
Parliament, was sentenced last 
June to six months imprisonment 
for indulging in propaganda. Dis- 
patch: at that time said his of- 
fense consisted of proposing at a 
meeting of the Zagreb Chamber of 
Lawyers that King Alexander be 
asked to restore the Jugo-Slav con- 
stitution. 


REJECTS ATTACK ON VALIDITY 
OF JUDGE'S APPOINTMENT 


Nolte Overrules Plea Based on As- 
sumption Mulloy Was Not 
Legally on Bench. 

Pleas in abatement contending 
that the appointment of Circuit 
Judge Mulloy by former Gov. Bake- 
er was illegal were overruled by 
Circuit Judge Nolte at Clayton to- 
day. 

The point was brought up by Wil- 
liam Baer, attorney for three de- 
fendants, who argued that when 
Judge Mulloy was appointed to suc- 
ceed Judge Wurdeman, resigned, 
two years ago, the statute provid- 
ing for such appointments by the 
Governor had been repealed. He 
contended, therefore, that Judge 
Mulloy's incumbency up to his re- 
election last November was illegal 
and that indictments returned by 
the May, 1928, grand jury, which 
he impaneled, were invalid. 

The defendants were Harry Fir- 
man, George Kingslan and Clarion 
Scherrer, former Deputy Consta- 
bles, named in six indictments grow- 
ing out of the shooting of Henry 
Ronsiek at Florissant.

JERUSALEM, Nov. 1s. — Harry 
Charles Luke, acting high com- 
missioner for Palestine during the 
riots last August, was the principal 
witness yesterday before the British 
Commission investigating the causes 
of the disorders. 

Permission to the Jews to hold 
a procession before the Wailing 
Wall on the Day of Atonement, 
nine days before the first outbreak 
of violence, was granted as a mat- 
ter of policy, he told the Commis- 
sion, not because of the administra- 
tion’s weakness or cowardice. It 
was in accordance with the same 
policy that the authorities did not 


interfere on the following day with 
a Moslem counter-demonstration at 
the same shrine. 


Luke said that he was in accord 
with the policy advocated fn Win- 
ston Churchill's “white paper” of 
1922, giving a limited definition of 
the Balfour declaration. In answer 
to questions by the counsel for the 
Zionists Luke said the Jewish pro- 
cession had been permitted because 
the police told him it would be 
highly inadvisable to attempt to 
forbid it, especially on the Day of 
Atonement since the Jews have un- 
disputed right to access to the 
Wailing Wall, perhaps their one 
undisputed right there. 


Moslems’ Counter-Demonstration. 

When the permission was grant- 
ed, he said, it was understood that 
the Jews would net demonstrate. 
When the Moslems demanded the 
right to a. counter-demonstration 
the next day, Luke tried to per- 
suade the Grand Mufti to confine it 
to the mosque area, he said. But 
the mob intruded on the pavement 
before the Wailing Wall before per- 
mission had been either asked for 
or granted. 

Pressed by counsel for the Zion- 
ists he agreed that the Mdsiem 
counter-demonstration should have 
been stopped at all costs. Chal- 
lenged to say whether stopping it 
would have resulted in heavy loss 
of life, Luke said he believed it 
would not, but could only have 
been prevented at the risk of con- 
siderable bloodshed and . conse- 
quences which could not have been 
foretold. 

The witness said -that official 
Moslem opinion still maintains 
that the Jews aspire to possess the 
Wailing Wall and even have de- 
signs of encroaching on the mosque 
area. He said it was absolutely 
u:..cue that the Jews have at any 
time claimed the right to expro- 
priate any part of the mosque area, 
and that Zionist o ficials have re- 
peatedly and indignantly denied I 
such allegations made by Arabs 

Refers to “White Paper.” 

Referring to the incident of the 
forcible removal of the screen sep- 
arating women and men worship- 
ers at the Wailing Wall on the Day 
of Atonement, 1928, Lak. said he 
roalized that it had caused great 
distress which was easily compre- 
I. nsible. He referred to the “white 
paper“ in which the Government 
expressed regret over the incident, 
said that removal of the screen .7as 
justifiable,. but not in the manner 
in which it was done. 

In explanation of the fact that 
Jews in Jerusalem had been dis- 
armed, despite requests from the 
Zionist council for the arming ‘of 
500 men, Luke gaid the authorities 
felt that the protection that would 
in this way have been afforded the 
Jewish population would have more 
than counterbalanced indignation 
which cuch action would have 
aroused among the already excited 
Moslems. 

Disarming, he aid. was no re- 
flection on the character of the 
volunteers, but the . esult of serious 
considerations affecting the safety 
of the Jews as a whole.

MOSCOW, Nov. 18.—Nikolai Bu- 
charin’s opposition tactics caused 
him to be in an open break with 
Josef Stalin, Soviet Russia’s dic- 
tator and secretary-general of the 
Communist party. 

Bucharin, for 10 years one of the 
strongest men in the Soviet Union, 
yesterday was expelled by the par- 


ty’s Central Committee from its 
political bureau, losing his place 
thereon also as leader of the right 
wing opposition in the party. 

Alexis Rykoff and Michael Tom- 
sky, also opposition, leaders of the 
political bureau, were warned that 
if they continued to oppose the 
present policy of the party a simi- 
lar fate awaited them. The politi- 
cal bureau has only nine members. 

The Central Committee has been 
in session since Nov. 10. 

Rykoff is president of the Soviet 
Union Council of People’s Commis- 
sars. Action against him is said to 
have been made necessary be- 
cause he persisted in his mistakes.” 
N. A. Ugianov, Commissar of La- 
bor, and others recently broke with 
the Right Wing after admitting 
their “mistakes” before a plenary 
session of the Central Committee.

LONDON, Nov. 18.—Cheered in 
his last moments by the blessing

“I was born in Ireland,” he 
said: “All my ite I have worked 
for the reconciliation of England 
and Ireland.

13 I mailed a registered special 
delivery letter via air mail to Mil- 
waukee, Wis., and was advised by the 
postal authorities this letter would be 
delivered in Milwaukee at 8 a m. 
Nov. 14. 1 

The contents ot this letter necessitated 
a telegraphic reply and not feceiving 
word from the person to whom it was 
addressed at 11:30 a. m., Nov. 14, I 
phoned long-distance to learn that the 
letter had never been feceived at Mil- 
waukee. 

An investigation by the postal author- 
ities brought to light the fact that this 
letter was never given air mail service, 
but went forward to Chicago via train 
at 11:30 p. m., Nov. 18. 

I was then forced to deposit $3 with 
the postal authorities to pay the ex- 
pense of tracing the letter by telegraph. 

At 5 p. m., Nov. 14, I was advised 
that this letter had not reached Mil- 


-waukee and they do not know where it 


is at present. 


May I ask just what right have the 
postal authorities to accept payment for 
air mail service when only train service 
is given? Further, why should I be 
forced to pay the telegraphic expense 
of investigating the Postal Department's 
negligence ? 

The registry number of this letter was 
41.806 and this particular incident is not 
the first distasteful one which I have had 
with St. Louis ait mail and postal serv- 
ice, and it seems that St. Louis stands 
alone in this respect among the lead- 
ing cities of the country.

#uch thinking is done the publie affaifs of St. Louis 
will languish. The case of the Transportation Survey 


He is not interested in that exploitation of the street 
railways which he characterized in his letter to Mr. 
Watts as “a private deal.” Nevertheless, his attitude 
on the commission has been passive. He was for 
the terminable permite bill under which the City 
Charter could have been set aside, despite the warn- 
ings uttered in the commission by President Neun of 
the Board of Aldermen and City Counselot Muench 
that no such perpetual grant as that proposed by 
the bill could be made without changing the Charter. 
He was for the Warmed-over service-at-cost franchise 
until he ascertained that the city could not recapture 
under it control over fares und service. 

The Mayor has, to be sure, assumed leadership in 
such matters as the Delmar vidduct and inducing the 
railroads to use the free bridge. The plight of the 
city in 860 many respects is due to his failure to pre- 
side over the community as an executive who under 
stands and relates to one another all the problems 
of a great city. In the absence of this executive 
capacity matters of the greatest public concern are 
left to departments. The move of Comptroller Nolte 
to collect the Jefferson avenue franchise tax for the 
two years since the receivership is dndicative of what 
happens under departmental ini re. This gets the 
policy of the city with respect to the street railway and 
its use of the streets nowhere. Afi executive of the 
sort which every big city needs, and which the 
railroads and other great corporations continually 
geek, would look far beyond merely getting Mr. 
Nolte’s money. He would examine the status of the 
Jefferson avenue line, and would lay a proper foun- 
dation for the development of a modern transpor 
tation system by instituting suit to determine if the 
franchises extended by the Cave decision are sup- 
portable in law. An entirely new aspect in transpor- 
tation would present itself if the city discovered some 
12 or 15 of these franchises outlawed by the United 
States Supreme Court decision in the Cleveland Rail- 
way case. 

Municipal problems of the first magnitude press 
upon St. Louis. Where new trunk highways are 
to enter the city, whether natural gas should be 
brought into the city under a permit, the matter of 
condemning property for street widenings, develop 
ment of the municipal plaza, opening the vehicular 
deck of the Hads Bridge free to the people, the City 
Plan Commission’s dream for the river front, the 
financing of the city, the preservation of Forest Park, 
the relation of the city to the river revival— 
all these and many others demand the services of a 
thinker. 

Many men think for their departments. Private 
interests, some of them predatory, think for them- 
selves. Business thinks of the industrial growth 
of the city. Unselfish men and women work for the 
rivers, to dissipate the smoke cloud, to advance the 
city in all the ways of civilization; but nobody thinks 
for the city herself. The devastation in Forest Park 
caused by covering the River dés Peres, a calamity 
which possibly could have been avoided by taking the 
river around the park, is an illustration of what the 
community suffers from scattered thinking over 
which there is no one to tie the whole togethér 
in a constructive, progressive municipal policy. 
St. Louis needs such a man. She needs a thinker. 
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THE RETURN OF THE JEWELS. 

The mystery of the hour is the return of the 
jewels—those trinkets collected on a dripping Sabbath 
morning in the county. The Pinkertons are running 
around in circles. The police are popeyed. The in- 
surance folks are almost speechless. Radio Sherlock. 
Page Philo. Cable Sir Jasper. On second thought, 
don't do it. Listen to us. We have a theory. You 
know, of course, that the event was a coup de rue. 
The highwaymen doubtless reviewed the feat with 
artistic satisfaction.

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MORE GERMAN PROGRESS. 
Recent announcements from the widely separate 
fields of aviation and Nobel prize awards call atten- 
tion again to recent German accomplishment. Of 
13 new flying records set this year, German aviators 
made six, their nearest rivals being the United States 
and France with three each. Of the 86 world records. 
Germany leads with 33, France is second with 21 
and the United States third with 17. The Nobel 
prize for literature goes to Thomes Mann, German 
novelist, and the chemistry prise is shared by a 
Briton and Prof. Hans von Buler-Cheipin, a German 
working in Sweden No other nation has two names 
on this year’s list of honors. Since the Nobel awards 
began im 1901, in the fields of physics, chemistry, 
medicine, literature and peace, 146 persons have 
been honored. Germany leads with 33 winners, in- 
cluding 10 im physica, 11 in chemistry and five in 
medicine, with a tie, at each, with France in lit-

These stand- 
ards, published in a mafiual, substitute fofmulae for 
guessWork. Assessors are instructed not only how 
to calculate the value of average lots, but are shown 
how to figure variations in value as presented by 
corner lots, Inside lots and those of irregular contour. 
To adapt values to these standards, the opinions of 
bank appfaisers, real estate men and property own 
ers are sought, together with sales prices and other 
data. From this symposium of opinion and fact a 
preliminaty estimate of true value is deduced. 

The next step is to draw outline maps of each tax 
district, showing the value that has been tentatively 
det for every parcel of property. These are displayed 
throughout the city in neighborhood stores and else- 
where to permit their study and discussion by tax- 
payers. This democratization of the assessor’s work 
has proved very effective. By demonstrating how 
assessments are figtired, and by making public the 
assessment on every piece of property, subject to 
property owners’ objections, a strong appeal is made 
to the taxpayers’ judgment and sense of fair play. 
Even after assessment values are definitely fixed, 
maps and assessment manuals are available to the 
public at all times. 

A recent report of the St. Louis Bureau of Munici- 
pal Research showed that the ratio of assessed value 
to sale value of property here ranges from 17 to 99 
per cent. On general principles, this calls for the 
introduction of a uniform method of assessment. As 
it happens, however, the city faces a financial emer- 
gency (having closed the last fiscal year with a 
$500,000 deficit) which makes imperative either 
uniform assessment, which would probably produce 
the neéded revenue, or an increase in the tax rate. 
If the tax rate were increased without assessment 
equalization, present inequalities would be increased 
and we would only be deferring thé time when equal- 
ization must be made. 

Being purely a matter of administration, the Zan- 
gerle method could be adopted immediately in St. 
Louis. No additional legislation is necessary. We 
trust the city administration will give the suggestion 
earnest consideration.

From an editorial in its current number on “The 
Waterways Question,” one gets the impression that 
the Saturday Evening Post is opposed to river devel- 
opment, as visioned in President Hoover’s Mississippi 
system, but is afraid to say so. It dwells lov- 
ingly on the efficiency of the railroads; is a bit 
disturbed by the cost of the Hoover project, concedes 
that our rivers may be utilizéd to advantage on sothe 
distant day when this country is “as heavily pop- 
ulated as Europe,” admits that even now the “traffic 
problems of the Middle West are serious,” but spbtly 
advises us that for the present and for several cen 
turies to come we can trust the railroads to handle 
the business of transportation. And it reminds us 
feelingly and often that the railroads are built by 
private capital and pay taxes into the Treasury while 
river development must be paid for out of public 
funds. 

Everybody knows the railroads pay enormous tazes, 
but where do they get the money? They get it from 
the American people. The railroads’ tax money 
comes from the same pockets as the monéy to be 
spent on the rivers. John Smith, U. S. A“ is the 
gentleman that pays. John Smith remembers, too, 
that once he was mighty generous to the railroads— 
more generous than he is now asked to be to the 
rivers. John Smith realizes that he needs the rail 
roads, and probably will always need them. But 
John Smith also realizes that his rivers can perform 
certain kinds of transportation more cheaply than 
the railroads and, as a sensible man, he purposes to 
put his rivers to work. 

To the Saturday Evening Post John Smith may 
chidingly whisper, “You dear old Philadelphia 
Quaker, wake up!” 
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Now that monkeys no longer are swinging from 
tree to tree in Forest Park, that jungle can settle 
down to a peaceful winter of skating carnivals and 
art exhibits.

HE first objective of a forest policy for 
1 New England is the production of a 
continuous, dependable supply of the 
nigher grades of timber of such species as 
are most profitable to industrial produc- 
tion. An important corollary to such a 


‘orest policy involves the best usé of such - 


timber supply to promote the agricultural 
and the industrial prosperity of this region. 

The two chief natural resources available 
to New England are its water power and 
its timber. Unless we develop and conservé 
these we cannot hope to hold that high 
piace in the life of the nation Which we 
save heretofore occupied. Our intelligent 
oop ation, our ample supply of skilled la- 
bor, and Of capital directed by wise and 
cesourceful management, will go far toward 
overcoming existing obstacles, but we hall 
uways be struggling against heavy and 
needless disadvantages unless we make the 
dest use of natural resources. 

+ * * 


The presence of an abundant supply ot 
‘imber is a factor favorable to many indus- 
tries It is well recognized that industry 
tends to seek the source of supply for raw 
uaterials. Note the movement Of the paper 
ind pulp industry during the last 20 years. 
With the shortage of spruce on this side of 
he border the new operators, and several 
old ones, went to Canada to establish new 
plants. Since that date some $200,.000,000 
has gone from this side into Canada. New 
England could hardiy have absorbed all of 
these new enterprises, but have de main. 
tained our natural proportion of this dust 
hess? Do forest products today contribute 
is they should to the prosperity of agricul- 
ture? These are questions direetiy related 
to a forest policy, which we can no longer 
afford to disregard. 

At present we have no adequate forest 
policy. In view of the depletion of our for- 
ests, can we as business men afford longer 
to neglect one of the fundamental bases of 
our industrial life?

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With these natural advantages, what have 
ee Gone to secure an adequate forest crop 
in perpetuity sufficient to serve New 
England industry? The peak of the timber 
production in New England came ih 1907 
and since that time the annual cut has 
shrunk 25 per cent, yet the area covered by 
fcrese growth is probably greater today than 
U was 20 years ago. These facts point con- 
clusively to @ lack of intelligent manage- 
ment and of a far-sighted forest policy. 

It is probable hat New England pays 
not less than $12,000,000 annually as its 
freight bill upon imported lumber. A large 
part of this can be saved if we bestir our- 
selves sufficiently to grow this at home. 


What can we de to remedy the situa- 
tion? R a takes at least 60 years to grow 
trees for commercial use, consequentiy we 
need a well baianced pian of action, which 
will be stable and permanent. In New 
England the greater portion of our timber 
supply must come from privately owned 
forest land. It is evident therefore that any 
policy to be effective in promoting increased 
forest growth depends primarily upon con- 
ditions which permit the raising of titiber 
to maturity at a profit. Such conditions 
do not now prevail if Many parts of New 
England.

The second round of the great battle known as 
convention of the National Amateur Athletic Union got under way 
this morning at 9 o'clock at Hotel Statler when the first full ses- 
sion of the convention met to pass upon the recommendations made 
by the various committees, which yesterday argued and wrangled 
over a multitude of problems confronting the organization. ) . 
St. Louis was recommended as 


the scene of the national four-wall 
senior handball tournament, in the 
singles and doubles, by the Hand- 
bali Committee in the business ses- 
sion of the A. A. U. this morning. 
If brought to St. Louts, the event 
would be held on the courts of the 
V. M. H. A. The national handball 
tournament usually is held in 
March. The recommendation of 
the Handball Committee is expect- 
ed to be acted upon favorably dy 
the A. A. U. 


Committee Approves Starting 
Blocks, 


Without taking a positive stand 
on the issue of starting blocks, the 
track and field committee of the 
Amateur Athletic Union today 
voted to permit the use of mechan- 
ical starting devices in all A. A. 
L. competition. This paved the 
way for conditional acceptance of 
the 100-yard dash record of 9 2-5 
seconds, made by George Simpson 
of Ohio State with blocks. 

Sentiment in favor of the blocks 
was crystallized after a lively de- 
bate, participated in by track 
coaches, officials and the inventors 
of several of the starting devices. 
The committee action was subject 
to approval of the convention, 
which opened its sessions today, 
but this was expected to be gained 
Without further argument. 

In effect, the A. A. U. adopts an 
“open mind” attitude on the 
blocks. allowing their use in all 
track meets without at the same 
time stamping them as official, 
pending the verdict of internation- 
al authorities upon the matter. It 
is expected American delegates, 
however, will urge the approval of 
blocks at the meeting of the Inter- 
national Amateur Athletic Federa- 
tion in Berlin, next May. 

Meanwhile, Simpson's record, 
along with others made with the 
blocks, are expected to go on the 
American record books, with a 
notation as to the circumstances 
and without displacing any marks 
now on the list. It will stand as 
the fastest 100“ on record.
